BELLA HALEBSKY was at the table with SAM NESIN, the 
speaker of the eveningon his recent trip to Poland and Russia. 
There were about sixty persons present. Most of them, the usual 
neighborhood crowd. There were no young persons present. 

BELLA HALEBSKY called on the audience to fill Carnegie 
Hall oh the 4oth Anniversary celebrations of the C.P. on Sept. 
25th. She said the meeting was held under the auspices of the 
Freedom of the Press Committee. She also said the reports in 
the American newspapers on the Vienna conference of young people 
was very distorted. To correct this, a meeting was going to be 
held on Oct. 30th with someone who had been at the conference. 
She said that she was not mentioning the name because she was 
not sure she could get the young man. 

SAM NESIN said that he and EDNA took a Royal Dutch 
Airlines Plane at idlewild. He said that there was a crowd around 
the Russian Tull4 giant plane and everyone had high praise for it.- 
The plane SAM and EDNA took landed at Gander, Newfoundland and 
Shannon, Ireland before going to Amsterdam. There the NESINs 
transferred to a Polish Plane that took them to Warsa w. There 



they were met by EDNA 1 s They went 

to concerts and the opera where they met some American exchange 
students. Through what sounded like "BILL GILBERT", a former 
mine and auto organizer in the U.S. Labor movement, and now a 
member of the Polish Central Trades Council he was able to see 
a clothing factory. He said that they were looking for hi'm in 
both Warsaw and Moscow because they read in the Worker about his 
farewell party before he left at the Allerton Center. SAM and

EDNA visited the site of the Warsaw Ghetto and contacted the 
Jewish Center, There was a Jewish Theater which was subsidized 
by the Polish government. They also attended a rally on the sale 
of Israeli Arms to West Germany held by the Polish Jews. The 
speakers registered their opposition. 

The NESINs then went to Moscow by train, in Moscow 
they joined a tourist group and saw all the usual sites. He 
also said he contacted the Jewish group. There were: three 
Jewish temples in Moscow but most of the Jews were integrated with 
the rest of the population and could be found in all occupations 
and professions. 

In summing, up SAM NESIN said what impressed him the 
most was all th<? building going on in Russia and Poland. '.He and 
EDNA had gone back to Warsaw to see th$ Arrival of KRUS HCHEV. 
He said that the Russian Premier receive*! a tumultuous welcome, 
the opposite of what the American newspapers had said. 

A collection was then made, apong the donations was 
one of $50 by the Debs Club. It was turned in by a tall bald 
headed man in the sixties and wearing heavy framed glasses. 



After the meeting |was seen congratulating b6 

SAM NESIN on his talk and telling him that the N.Y,. Times had said b7c 
that there were no ,Jews in the Russian Foreign Service. SAM NESIN 
said this was not true. He knew some Jews in the Russian Foreign 
Office. He did not give any names.

He said 
that lOfo of the labor force is in war industry and if the labor 
leaders called for peace and disarmament, their union members, 
they felt, would lose their jobs. JACK referred to many of the 
leaders of trade unions as Social -Democrats and Reformists.

Announced the occassion xtfas special — a birthday 
party. Prior to opening, pictures were taken of all on the 
stage: ELIZ G. FLYNN, (ALBERTSON was with cameramen) EUGENE 
DENNIS, BEN DAVIS, SCOTT NEARING, FRANK ALEXANDER, H„ LUMER, 
ARNOLD JOHNSON. After the picture taking, all filed off, 
lights were dimmed and a woman's voice dramatically intoned 
historic meaning to the picture slides covering 40 years of 
the CP. Quotes from Com LLOYD GARRISON, WALT WHITMAN, WM Z, 
FOSTER, along with their pictures; pictures of ROOSEVELT, 
STALIN and CHURCHILL and pictures of ELIZ FLYNN, and other 
party members when they were young, and at historic speech 
making gatherings; the slaughter in Spain, which could have 
been .averted, as well as World War II, had all of America 
listed to the CP; slaughterings by police of longshoremen 
in the labor movement history; blame of juvenile delin^ency 
on capitalism; pictures of unemployment, strikes, IfflUSHCtiisv 
picture with worker's, peakcap, out Oh West Coast as a 
figure of peace, Periodic bursts of applause occurred when 
the audience recognized a party member or occassion — like. 
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the Labor Day March of this year,, and Mr_ K, on the West 
Coast". On the whole, in view of the occasion, the response 
did not seem as jubilant or enthusiastic as might be expected. , 
The entire tone of the whole evening appeared orderly and 
flat j except when red balloons were tossed over the balcony, 
and some of the young people -on the balcony popped them. 

EUGENE DENNIS wished everyone- present: a happy 
birthday. He reminded thenr that "We Communists are a 
dedicated people^ spoke of CP having been regarded by its 
enemies as a foreign agent because it always sought, peace 
with the Soviet. 'Spoke of the historic meaning of K with 
EISENHOWER conferring together that very evening at Camp 
David.* He said that the CP should support any EISENHOWER 
peace moves made with K, and that there should be further 
summit talks. He decided the amount of money spent for 
rockets , and nuclear tests which should go to housing., 
education and welfare relief; that if the U,S. and Soviet 
<?an agree to be peaceful, it will mean peace for the rest 
of the world and the many thousands of unborn- children 
won ! t be stricken by Stontium 90 side effects. He praised 
CP ! s for their strength of purpose over the years and 
pointed toward the horizons of the future when they will be 
even stronger because 1/3 of "the world is now Socialist and 
that Latin America will soon be; that capitalism is 
weakening; that Americans should wake up and join, them. 
(The theme of.Horizon§ of the Future: Come Forward/ whoever 
and wherever you arej^ ipt song-. ) " 

E. G. FLYNN said that in order to accomplish 
what CONRAD DENNIS 'said, it would be necessary to get the 
youth into the Party; she said that the Party needed to be 
refreshed by their enthusiasm and strength;- that many 
present like herself were pow old,, and had exhausted their 
energies over the past 40 years; that the years of rebuilding 
ahead was a job for the young, and every erideaver made to 
pull them in, encourage, inspire.. She called attention to 
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the brochures of the Faculty of Social. Science. (She called 
it School of Soc. Sci) which appeared on every seat, and 
suggested everyone give some thought to registering. V bne 
also mentioned" that similar birthday celebration meetings 
were being held elsewhere in all of the large cities- across 
the country,) That money was very important and very 
practical; that a song "Horizons of the Future, had. been 
created especially for the celebration and to be given to 
contributors for' a large contribution. She started asking 
for $100. bills. ALBERTSON, -who had sat with the Photo- 
graphers, went up on the platform to assist her and a CARL 
ROSNICK* E. FLYNN anhouned that she got her $100 from her 
good friend JULIUS;. $96.1#~fr6m the Garment Workers; $100 from 
L. WEINSTOCK; $50 from CARL ? ROSNICK; HELEN ALFRED, $50.; Paint- 
ers Rank & File $50; Dobbs Cty $500; many annonymous $5.00 
bills; Jamaica Cultural Club 5-.00; HARRY NUSSMAN, $10; 
Friends from Bridgport $25,007 $800. from the Rockaway Party, 
all monies were brought up by the ushers and read off , . but a 
total was not given as was done on other meetings. CARL R. 
said movies would, be taken of the collecting and asked the 
ushers to congregate to his right. 

A message from Dr JUAN MARINELLO of Socialist ^ 
Party of Cuba was flashed on the screen — that is, a still 
picture, while in native tongue the voice went on. No 
interpretation was given. ' 

SCOTT HEARING, Educator, brought forth some 
laughs when he said the CP's had not taken advantage of 
the weak capitalism structure in the 30' s, and caused it to 
exoire. He said he and they were all responsible xor having 
gone along and permitted ROOSEVELT and WALLACE to repair and 
build up to what they face as f acism today; that they as 
Communists should have cleaned up the garbage and deoris tnav 
existed in the 30' s so that the amount of garbage to be cleaned 
up today is even greater — juvenile, delinquency, gin, unemploy- 
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ment, Jim Crowism, Little Rock, etc. He spoke enthusiast!- _ 
call? of the 1956 - 1957 visits he and his wife made to Socialist 
and Communist countries. He advised that no opportunity be 
overlooked toward the weakening and final death of capitalism , 
and that everyone had better become better garbage collectors. 

PRANK ALEXANDER, a young- slender colored lad from 
California who had been among those at the Vienna Youth 
Festival this summer, spoke glowingly of his experience abroad. 
He said there were two factions one that wanted to do a 
good job in getting to know youths of other lands, and another 
American faction which constantly stirred up discord. He 
considered the program abroad a success and said many of the 
other youths exchanging ideas, had expressed the hope that 
N.Y.C. would hold such a festival. In conclusion he sang 
along with young people with a guitar, up in the balcony. 
Nine young people appeared on the platform to sing the new 
especially de dicated" s ong to the 40th Anniversary — Horizons 
of the Future) land MILTON were the only two recognized. b6 



BEN DAVIS expressed greetings to everyone and to 
GIL GREEN, BOB THOMPSON, HARRY W, MORTON SOBELL. He blamed 
capitalism for juvenile d elinqu ency, bad housing, and, Mayor 
WAGNER and Police Commissioner KENNEDY for their handling of 
the existing critical situations. He criticized ROCKEFELLER. 
He wondered if he still considered himself a capitalist or a 
member of the labor party by reason of having a daughter-in- 
law who had been a member of the labor force. He sounded off 
on Judge LEIBERWITZ's proposal of a one year residency law 
was discrimination against good Puerto: Rican friends. He 
said the judge deserved removal from. the bench. Next, he 
ridiculed a journalist, LIPPMANN, whom he said had a birthday 
the week before, and at 70 was an old man and defender of 
capitalism and imperialist countries; that his Oct loth 
article was pure mouldy bread when he referred to cruelty 
in the Soviet; that by comparison Dr. DuBois, was 79 years 
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young , and ELIZ. FLYNN too was so- very young in mindj that 
they had vision and could look to the Horizons of the Future, 
He spoke of the need for CP's to see that negroes have their 
chance at political representation] that NYC take the lead 
and show the rest -of the country that negroes can take their 
rightful places politically. He callecT for extension of the 
CP from an organization to a mass political party.. In con-

On Friday night , September 25 , 1959 at 8 P.M. a 
rally was held commemorating the. 40th anniversary of the 
Communist party of the U.S. at Carnegie Hall. The Hall, was ' 
filled up to half of the third balcony.

The next speaker was EUGENE DENNIS, who spoke of co- 
existence, building up of the youth and the strong party life. 
He gave his share of digs of the capitalists way of life, made 
issue of the moon shot by Russia and KRUSCHEVS visit to 
the United States. 

After EUGENE DENNIS finished the next speaker was 
SCOTT NEARING, a renowned author of some sort. SCOTT NEARING 
mentioned all the traveling he had done in the past years 
and stated how fortunate he was in having been able to go 
and see all the countries and ways of life that he has.

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October 20, 1959 

On Sunday, October 18, 1959, there was a. General. 
Membership meeting' held of the Kings; County Communist 
Party at the Brighton Community Center , 3200 Coney Island 
Avenue, Brooklyn, N.Y; from about 1 pm to 6 pm. 

The meeting was chaired by WILLIAM L. PATTERSON. 
JAMES TORMEY led the meeting by announcing that the agenda 
would include discussion of 1) Mass policy aimed at Brooklyn- 
2) Questions on Party organization 3) the fight for the Party 
including the building-up of the Party. 

In his general preparatory comments, TORMEY 
stated that the Party has reached a time when the next 
President (of U.S.) will be chosen on his ability to handle 
KHRUSCHEV. In connection therewith he mentioned the 
following points : 

1. Petitions are being distributed by the National 
Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy addressed to EISENHOWER 
and KHRUSCHEV calling for an end to A-bomb tests. All 
party clubs should support this action. 

2. The Bedford - Stuyvesant Club of the Party 
should concentrate on African Nationalism, particularly in 
Algeria . 

3. The question of integration of housing and

TORMEY in his speech stated that the Party 
should find out the positions of Assemblymen on these Issues, 
as well as the position of Democrats and Republicans, to 
enable the Party to assume a correct stand in the I960 
elections .

On Dues, MIMI proposed that we extend until over the 
weekend the time limit for computing the number of delegates from

A general discussion centered around this issue of' 
delegates and it was pointed out that the County cannot propose ..

EDITH also asked each one of us to check, in our 
Sections and clubs how many tickets were sold or how many were 
not, for the 40th Anniversary meeting at Carnegie Hall.

EDITH also spoke on a pamphlet, which the party has 
proposed for mass distribution, through mailing list, contacts, 
mass organizations etc. This pamphlet is a report by KRUSCHEV 
when he spoke before the U.N. on disarmament.

In her remarks 
she said that the line of the Draft resolution for the 17th 
National Convention has been accepted, and that only a united 
front can strengthen the Party in the future, even though t hey a re 
many differences in the party now they can be overcome by the 
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proper discussion and leadership* Our main task for the future,, 
if the Party is to grow, is to work among the masses and the 
working class, and that is the only way we can build a united 
front . 

On the industrial front, the problems have been increased 
because of the recent enactment of Anti -union, Anti-labor 
legislation which prohibits any person to hold office in a labor 
union if he is a Communist or has been convicted of same within 
the past five years. Even, though this obstacle has been placed 
in qur way we must seek other methods to lead the workers 

We must concentrate our efforts in mass work, among the 
Negro and Puerto Rican itforkers, the struggle around civil liberties 
and civil rights, among the Jewish people around the many political' 
issues which mean so much to us, also we must eatablish where 
possible left Jewish forums to discuss the many problems around 
the Jewish question etc. 

Some of' the programs Irx which we must associate ourselves 
with in the coming period is to try and activ j.ze ourselves in some 
way in the work in our concentration area in the South Bronx. Also 
to establish a program in relation to housing, an anti-landlord 
campaign, for example in areas where many white people have moved 
and Negro and Puerto Rican have moved in, and in these same houses 
where some white people still remain, the landlord has allowed the 
building to become a hovel of dirt and filth, not painting, 
repairing etc. A campaign against this is long overdue. 

We must organize to 1?est the Brown-Sharkey bill. 

Around the school issue, we must organize to see that integration 
takes place all over the city not in a few isolated spot 3, we must 
vote for amendment 4 in this coming election to issue more and 
better schools for our children, and the elimination of the much 
older schools where facilities of one kind or another do not exist. 

We must organize a much needed youth movement, and 
strengthen the ties with existing youth organizations, and if 
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neqessary to build a left youth organization, of which a small 
group "now, exists* 

We must strengthen the peace sentiment in the City, 
State, and Country on a whole,, especially in the labor movement* 

Around the political scene we must strengthen the * 
political apparatus in the City, especially around the Bronx 
Independents, to develop the need for more Negro and Puerto - 
Rican candidates in this and future elections. 

To work for the need of an much needed independent 
Action Committee in the North East Bronx* 



To start now for the coming elections in i960, in the

fin unidentified female at this Convention announced 
that there are two fraternal visitors ^ om ^ufi a lo attending 
this convention and that Comrade AARON (ph) will be the 
Chairman . 

An unidentified male announced that at 12:30 the 
Resolutions" Coatee will get together at the rear of the 
room and that there will be a seven minute time limit for 
speakers . 

The first speaker was introduced, as SAM ™ ho -^ eSSed 
those attending as "Comrades". He *sked, "Are we gilding 
for school integration in New York?" He also mentionea 
juvenile delinquency as a problem n ^5 0 ^" HiStS? 
and stated that the Party Press is the collective agitator 
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and the collective propagandist and the collective organizer. 
In speaking of the Party Press, he stated "we are trying;. to 
collect 50 or 60 thousand dollars" . He also made the following 
comments: 

" This is a Convention of fourteen regions at 
which we will elect delegates to the State convention and that 
at the State Convention we are supposed to elect. . delegates' 
to the National Convention. I think that the Resolutions 
Committee should take this in mind that we propose to the 
State Convention that the Party initiate a drive for two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars so that we can have a 
Daily Worker and I have" pledged one thousand dollars to have 
a daily paper. . . . ." 

An unidentified male announced that any suggestions 
to be made to the Resolutions Committee should be in writing, 
so that they can act upon them. He introduced the next speaker 
as ROY. 

The male introduced as ROY made the following 
remarks: "I think that I can truthfully say that this is the 
first time, that is in this report, that I have seen, the first 
time in a long time that I've seen, the question of basic industry 
and concentration being raised- in an official manner at one of 
our Conventions ... What we got to do, look and see what do 
we mean when we say this is a concentration center? Well, from 
my way of thinking, we think of it as a place where there are 
railroads, where there are teamsters, where there's shopping, 
which is the industry, the branch that I represent here ... 
We would like to have the Party see the importance of the basic 
industries in New York. He stated that "the report" mentions 
Garment as a concentration point but stated that other industries, 
where the Party is weak, should also be concentrated on. In 
this regard he stated, We should send more forces, and 

try to help those forces, as small as they may be, which are 
at work in these basic industries * Garment is important because 
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of the large concentration of Negro ana Puerto Rican workers, 
but other industries, however small, should not be overlooked. 

...There has to be more help and, if possible, assigning 
new people, getting new forces to work in the basic industries, 
?he Lritik industry, longshore and these other industries... 
Much of the faction that took place inside the maritime 
(inaudible) was due to the way the selection °f_? 0 ?f^ation 

work was app roached *" In concluding his talk he stated 

that he hoSes that the Waterfront Club will be around to make 
more positive contributions in the future. 

The next speaker, introduced as MAX, stated that 
the report given by MILT last night is a splendid analysis. 
He stated that the workers in the painter's union, his 
union, look ud to the Communists rather than the labor 
leaders who are supposed to look out for the best interests 
of the workers . He also stated, .».,... I think if we can 
carrv out the program announced by MILTON last night ana 
written in the article Of Political Affiars, November issue, 
I think we'll be on the map in United States, Comrades, I 
believe, in New York City.... In my section of the party we 
are demanding that ( inaudible) all those who are connected 
with the official ( inaudible) 'in any way and attend local 
union meetings and are memoers of the Central (inaudible) labor 
union in New York City, that we shalll have a concerted right 
to challenge the law and that's the Labor Act of 1959 This 
is something that must be done,.... In spite of the fact uhat 
some Comrades who left the" Party today from the building^ 
trades say that the Oldsters,. we have too many oldster sin 
the Party, we have too many oldsters in the union, what 
about the youngsters, when are we gdng to get young blood, 
yes young blood, but the oldsters, and I'm sixty- three, 
the oldsters can still put up a fight. That's what we have 
to contend 'With Comrades." 

The. next speaker, introduced as ESTHER CANTOR, 

stated, " Labor can't fight back if the present policy 

of the dominant section of the' labor movement continues. 
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There is a decisive need for initiative by the Party on 
essential questions in defense of the living standards and 
the rights of the American people...... All of us know that the 

Landrum-Griffin Bill is not only a threat to £be existence ■ 

of thfe Party in the labor movement One of the things that 

i& injuring the labor movement and that is the restrictions 

bv labor itself on the rights of Communists and a new attack 

on the rights of Communists in the labor movement as shown 

in the Landrum-Griffin Bill..... Part of our acclamation (ph) 

of our rights and our duty and our responsibility xn the ijbor 

movement includes not only helping to stimulate the broadest 

struggle of resistance against monopoly but maintaining ana 

building the Party, fighting for the Party Press, helping 

to bring concepts of socialism and overcoming all tendency 

of seeking practical solutions for the ■ absolutely necessary 

principal struggle in defense of the legality of our Party 

in the American labor movement. The Communist Party is an Integra 

and absolutely essential part of the American labor movement 

and is necessary for the advance of the American people and 

for the emancipation .of the American society." 

The next speaker, Introduced as FRED, stated, 
» We feel that the Buffalo organization has done something 

to add and to contribute' to the New York State Labor Movement 

It is our suggestion that people from Buffalo or the upstate 
areas be invited to conferences of this type at least several 
times during the course of the year. I'd like to speak 
mainly on the situation in the steel industry and the Taft- 

Hart-ley Law Fistly, I think this situation in regard. to 

the steel strike is a, I suppose, an example of accomodation 

to big business MAC DONALD did do something to put a 

stop to the steel lndusty's attempt to beat ■■•back the unioniza- 
tion of the workers but yet there is a fear among the steel 
workers,, a fear that this is not enough of a fight for their 

rights The present leadership in the steel union is not 

fighting for the steel workers' rights .... .The steel workers 
want somebody whose going to fight for their daily bread and 
this can only be done through a Communist Party, strong, united 
and active in the. steel plants, the auto plants, wherever 
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workers are in this country.. The workers still, look to the 

Communist Party, they seek out the Communist Party It's 

not too long ago that in the Buffalo area there were 
Communists in the leadership of every one of these locals 
and it won't he too long in the distant where Communists 
will he in the leadership of these locals again, provided 
they are there with the steel workers. They have to give out 
leaflets to steel workers, they have to see the steel workers, 
they have to help the steel workers, they have to he there 
day in and day out aiding them in their struggle. This is the 
onlv way the Communist Party is going to win in this United 
States..... Auto workers in the Buffalo area have sold the 
worker in door-to-door canvassing and as a result of this, 
we are very happy to announce that two people have been 
recruited. for the Communist Party in Buffalo and there is 
indication that more are to come- in because people are 
looking for the answers. The union leadership that exists 
today is not giving them these answers.. The bourgeoisie 
certainly is not and only the Communist Party is able to 
give them these answers. And to the extent that we go out 
and show them what the answers are, to that extent will they 
begin to respect the leadership of the Communist Party and to 
de'fdnd the Communist Party." 

The next speaker, introduced as MARK (ph) stated, 
"It was very good to hear last night that there are seven 

hundred members in our industrial Division Our printers, 

one of the resolutions from our printers is also on this 
question, it seems to me it's one-sided. It seems to me that 
since' KHRUSHCHEV'S visit, we're forgetting about the negative 
side of American capitalism, of the negative side of the 
leaders of American capitalism, particularly the State Department. 
I could enumerate a dozen things... for instance this 
Hungarian business. All of a sudden, after KHRUSHCHEV'S visit, 
the State Department must mention on the third anniversary of 
the Hungarian counter-revolution, it must talk about it and 
Mr. EISENHOWER himself has to say to Iran 'good boys, you 
stood up against these bullies', these Russians, this kind 
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of business..... Whether it be on Laos, whether it he, oh 
Tibet, whether it be on China, the State Department has not 
yet changed its attitude as far as the Soviet Union is 
concerned ." In commenting on "the report", he stated that 
much more emphasis should be placed on democratic procedure 
in trade unions and " , . . we should q>ell it out much more than 
just devoting a paragraph to it..*.. Comparatively little 
was done on the Taft-Hartley Bill, and the Landrum Bill is 
worse than the Taft-Hartley Bill.*... I think that es soon 
as possible we ought to challenge, certainly that section of 
the Landrum-Griffin Bill which says that no Communist within 

the last five years has a right to run for office I 

think we should try to initiate as many conferences as possible 
in opposition to the Landrum-Grif f in Bill. I think there 
should also be included in our resolution, a resolution on 
the question of the aged. You know that we had a great 
deal to do with Social Security. Mr. DUMAT (ph) from the 
painters mentioned it*.... We can do something as far as 
the aged are concerned..." 

The next speaker, introduced as LOUi stated, "It 
seems to me that this report places the trade union leadership 
as the main enemy. ♦ I think we are going backwards on 

this thing Our main problem is connecting ourselves 

with the masses of workers in the trade union movement and 

not to place the leadership which has resulted in, according 

to the report, in even bringing about disillusionment on the part 

of the workers, disgust on the part of the workers and maybe 

the workers become either anti-leadership or anti-union or 

and so on...... I think that we have to begin tocperate 

and begin to take a more positive approach in the trade union 
movement, than the negative approach...... We're happy to see 

ninety some odd people at a conference and we're beginning to 
come back into life..... in connection with the vanguard role, 

you know a lot of us don't even understand, in my opinion 
anyway, what we actually mean by a vanguard role. We seem 
to "think that the only vapguard role, and it's exemplified 
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in this attack in connection with the leadership of the trade 

union movement- that we have to he the leaders of the 

trade union movement, that we have to give/the orders to 
the people in the trade union movement and that that is 
simply is what the vanguard role is. That isn't, in my 
opinion, what the vanguard role is. The vanguard role is 
finding' out and knowing what's bothering us as workers. We're 
not elites, we are like all the other workers, we gotta work 
for, bosses, we gotta work in shops and we suffer and we pay 
taxes, we pay high rents, we suffer the consequences of war, 
we suffer all these things, so we ought to know and feel some' 
of the tMsggs that are bothering the workers and start moving 

in the direction of those things and that's giving the 

kind of leadership that would be playing the vanguard role in 
the various organizations. If we spell out the issues and 
get workers moving, the leadership then will lave to either 

take note, do something or find themselves, isolated, 

themselves and not us, from the labor movement There 

are a number of formulations that I don't like in the 
report. One is that the workers have the right to strike in 
capitalist countries, i think we ought togtrike put 'capitalist 
countries'. The -workers have the right to strike universally. 
Why they don't strike in the Soviet Union or these countries 

are for entirely different kinds of reasons In connection 

with workers not having the right to strike in capitalist 
countries only says, indicates, that they haven't got the right 
to strike in the Soviet Union or China or any place else" . 

The next speaker, introduced as PAUL, stated, "Comrades, 
in many of our meetings we've allteen discussing the difference 
between this present convention period and the Sixteenth 
Convention and I. agree with all those who say that the main 
difference is that this convention is going to build the 

Party whereas in the past the main task was to save the party 

•When we talk about building the party, we see first and foremost 

about' rehabilitating the role of our Party I think that it 

is quite clear that the sharpest attack on our Party was in 
undermining the concept and beclouding the concept of just 
what this role was. Even though I think that the crowning 
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final sharp blows were given by the revisionists, I think 
it*s;also fair to say that our record for a whole number .of 
years before the Convention and before the KHRUSHCHEV 
revelations, in a sense made us fair prey to the psychiatrists 
(ph) * Because if we had had a very clear and mature concept 
of our role for the ten-year period before that, it wouldn't 
have been so easy for the revisionists to make the .kind of 

inroads that they did* Nevertheless we find ourselves 

very painfully groping and rediscovering what our role ls»»... 
The role of our Party and what we are gdng to, do in this 
coming period, as Communists, has now emerged very clear, It 
is the central issue in this discussion ♦ ♦ • ♦ . It seems to me 
that we in industry have a particular contribution to make 
because, of all sections of the Party, our ties with the 

masses of the people were the least weakened In this , 

period, we begin to discuss again what we mean by Communist 
mass work* We ! re going to make a contribution , not only to 
our own division, but which will be valuable to the entire 
Party*. When we speak of Communist mass work, it means 
two things: It means one: to participate in the struggles 
around us, that we have no choice> as workers and, Secondly: 
it means in a sense to eliminate these struggles from within. . 
The workers are being forced into motion, they are being forced 
to re-think all the haloed and sacred propositions that they've 
accepted for the last twenty years and we have to be there 
.to help thera. do this thinking and we have to be there to 
help^ them fight these "battles out, vanguard role means to 
fight with them today and to help them fight the battles that 
are sure to come tomorrow, and these battles, tomorrow, l;m 
certain, a#e going to be in 'the direction of peace,, in the- 
directiori of civil rights, prosperity an<3, most certain of' all,, 
they're going to be in the direction of socialism" ♦ • * . f • 

. . The next. Speaker, introduced a.s IDA,, stated., t! Comrades, 
in relation, to* the' Sixteenth t National Convention, ' and today, 
is quite a difference. The fact' that today we're discussing 
what should our role be as Communist Party members', '"what shoulc3 
pur vanguard role .^be, is quite ah advancement on the Sixteenth 
National Convention where we discussed the sickness of our , 
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p ar ty " She also stated that the labor leaders today 

are not leading fee workers and that "the attack" is on the 
workers, not the labor -leaders . . She also made general = 
comments regarding the vanguard role of the party and also 
stated that juvenile delinquency can in some way be blamed 
on working parents who have no control over their children 
while they are at work. 

The next speaker, whose name was not audible, made 
the following remarks: "Comrades, it's a big difference as 
many of you will recall, in this Convention and the convention 
of 1957 or whatever it was, a period preceding the' convention, 
horrible atmosohere that we had. Were discussing problems, 
we're discussing experiences, and everybody reflects a spirit 
of optimism. That's wonderful but I still think we don t 
have enough of It.. I- think there are still too many of our 
people inhibited and I say that, not alone, from what I see 
in this audience, but from what I've seen in the (inaud ible^ 
'trips I've made through the country and that everywhere our 
people are still in the process of finding out the big change 
that's taking place in the country and getting a feeling of 
confidence that the. changes that are taking place are 
vindicating the position of the conscious and the progressive 

movement inclusive I look back ten years...... when 

the whole atmosphere was' a pick-up for the cold war. The idea 
that was being bunt up, the perspective that was being set 
for the trade union movement- was that the cold war will be a 
supplement to the (inaudible ) policy and that from here on 
they'll have it easy riding the cold war wave. They whipped 
people into line for it and the concept that the sooner we 
get rid of the Communists and anybody who is in any way 
related to Communists, the more respectable the labor movement 
will become, the easier it will, be for the labor movement and 

so forth Then of course with that perspective, with that 

idea that perpetual armament production will keep us in 

perpetual prosperity well look at the big changes that 

took place in it and that is the important thing to emphasize 
because if you emphasize the change, then you emphasize the 
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new basis for activity for the Communists, for the progressives, 
because there are many people who, unaware of the changes, 
think that you still have the same old situation. They don't 
pick up the enthusiasm that they should and the big problem 

is how to bring that change to everybody Now as a result 

of the change, the fact is that today it's not popular to 
call^' C inaudible) cold war (inaudible) , it's the other way 
arouficn It's papular to be on a peace bandwagon..... Today 
the idea of prosperity illusions through armaments is out, 

as well illustrated in the steel situation It is essential 

for us today to build bridges between ourselves and the great 
number of people everywhere who are thinking, who are changing 
their position,, who want action, who are dissatisfied with 
the position taken by MEANEY (ph) and others, who want to stall 
this development and are trying to revive the idea of practical 
application to the concept that there is common ground between 
capital and labor arid we can eliminate strikes, and they tried 

that but it didn't work out so good At this time it's 

most important to find all forms of organization. I under- 
stand that one of the proposals is that there'll be a conference 
later for a full day, of this group, to discuss precisely those 
problems, organization...... because what everybody wants to 

know is how we can take advantage of this tremendous opportunity 
with forms of organization that will bring us" in contact With 
people, so that we can make the vanguard role of the Party 
mean something." 

The next speaker s introduced as MIKE, stated, 
in last night's discussion, we, all of us, I personally Mt, 
received a substantial sensible contribution in the remarks made 
by Comrade BOB from metals (ph) and I think a great deal of 
thought had to be given to a very well balanced and sober 
way in which he presented the problems which I find, both as 
a shop worker and a Communist, represented a very sober 

analysis Comrades, if we review very agilely the history 

of our Party, we will see that in those climactic movements 
where our party grasped the essential need of the workers at 
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a given time there our Party not only played its 

vanguard role effectively but made ( inaudib le) contributions 

to the American people such for example^be role of. our 

party during the depression...,. Such was the struggle around the 
Scottsborb case which opened up the whole series - '©f , 
contributions our Party made on the struggle for Negro rights 
in this country..... Now we see clearly that what is shaping 
up here nationally is the most serious attack that the trade 
union movement has faced in a long, long time....* This, 
attack takes place within the context of a new international 
situation and a new situation in this country. The impact 
of the KHRUSHCHEV visit, and while it is correct to say and 
I agree with that part of the report which says that you can have 
the easing of the situation and at the same time an offensive 
of the trade union movement and it's in fact taking place, we 
must look ahead as well and see that this easing of the 
situation will unfold and open up new opportunities as far as 
the climate within the trade unions and as far as overcoming 
what was. one of the biggest obstacles, that is, the whole 
f red-baiting attack as well as the anti-Soviet attack. . 
I want to call our attention not only to the national aspect 
and the international aspect. I want to call our attention to 
the New York aspect. We are New York trade unionists. We 
are New York Communists,.... What -has happened in New York is 

a steady process of deterioration in the city of New York, 

wage levels, transits, schools, juvenile delinquency, 
discrimination and there is a mounting recognition ot tnis 
outside of and in one form. or another a struggle against 
this. " 

The next speaker, introduced as HAROLD, stated, 

« Comrade AL spoke last night regarding the problem of 

education. The school he spoke of has a name, Comrades, and 
a location and since ' I'm responsible for it, I would like you 
to know' its name and its location. It's called the Faculty 
of Social Science and it's at 80 East 11th Street.,... it's 
only half way through its present fall term and I think that 
most of the Comrades in this room have never been at 
school in speaking of the vanguard role, he stated, 
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" it's not merely to win immediate gains and it's not 

merely to set a distant (inaudible) of Socialism 

The problem, Comrades, is our responsibility for getting 
workers recognizing their own power to move from one point 
to another... ... What we have to win and fight for is that 

conception which doesn't make it a step to a new world to 
be able to fire the manager, as BILL (ph) pointed out last 
night but becomes the last step in a process which is 
already beginning here and which has to begin here in all of 
our work. Let me take two instances very briefly. At the 
very time when the Landrum-Griffin Bill is becoming the 
law of the land, there is a big TV scandal which deals with 
giant monopolies, and what you find in the newspapers is a 
determination on the part of industry to do what? In the face 
of these scandals, to clean its own house, so to speak. Not 
to become subject to the FCC regulations, not to have new 
regulations imposed, not to be made responsible .to parents 1 
groups or to consumers' groups or anything else of the sort. 
Now, Comrades, this is an industry that lies, this is an 

Industry that cheats, this is an industry that steals 

and this industry is going to protect itself against outside 
interference? it's going to arrange its own affairs and this, 
becomes the objective in this situation. But when questions 
are raised, falsely characteristic of the trade union movement 
that there is racketeering, that there is corruption, then the 
opposite side of the point is produced. How will this be 
handled? Not by the trade union .movement from within, not by 
a democratic, trade union movement and its own membership, 
moving of its own will' and its own objectives, but the trade 
union movement must be managed from outside. Where the TV 
industry will not be managed by the FCC but the labor movement 
is to be managed by the Landrum-Griffin Bill. The TV industry 
is to be protected to do its own job but the trade union 
movement must, be prevented from doing its own job. Well, 

Comrades, this is a point of view we must fight and 

I ask LOU for instance when he says we must address ourselves 
to. what is bothering workers and we must address ourselves to 
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getting them moving, moving to what? Moving them to a 
conception that it's their union, moving them to a 
conception that the industry has been built with (inaudib le) 
sweat, moving them to a conception that it's their industry, 
and moving them to a conception that they must earn hot only 
the right to fire managers, and they must earn the right to 
fire mayors; • "they must earn the right to fire governors, 

they must earn the right to manage their own affairs . £ 

want to read three little sentences from the Communist 
Manifesto to close, to show what it means to base our Marxist 
work as vanguards, on a basic conception of what a vanguard 
is. One is well known to you but the others perhaps are not. 
The Communists fight for the attainment of the immediate aims, 
for the enforcement of the momentary interests of the working 
class, but in the movement of the present they also represent 
and take care of the future, of that movement and the future 
of the trade union movement is a trade union in which the union 
has their- union, and their leadership and their objectives 
and their accomplishments. But let me make two other points. 
Now and then, says' the Manifesto, workers have a choice (ph) 
but only for a time. The real fruit of the (inaudible) lies 
not in the immediate results but in the ever expanding and 

. (inaudible) union of the workers Finally, Comrades, as 

a very last point, and that is that our vanguard role 
(inaudibl e) in everything that we do from beginning to end.... 

to maice mis point clear and again I modestly, but in a Marxist 
sense, borrow from the Communist . Manifesto, one hundred and 
eleven years old now. It- becomes evident, says the Manifesto, 
that the bourgeoisie is unfit any longer to be the ruling 
class in -society....... Society can no longer live under this 

bourgeoisie . . . . ." 

. The next speaker, who was introduced as BILL 

ALBERTS ON (ph) .stated,"..... Our major area of activity 

is to work as deligehtly as we possibly can to effect the 
unity of all in the labor movement for' the defense of the labor 
movement and not only all in the labor movement but bf those 
not in the labor movement, allies of the worker, to come to 
the defense of the labor movement at thepresent time..,.. This 
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unity is needed to try to stem this attack, to try to halt 
it , so that the working class in this country can begin' to 
prepare to mount a counter-offensive against monopoly capital. 
In this connection, the immediate struggle for the repeal of 
the Landrum-Griffin Law generally, and the struggle within 
the labor movement against the (inaudible) . ♦ . . . We must 
remember what the Communis, say, 'that the'working class is 
the leading class in society. ... . !t 

The next speaker, introduced as LOU, stated 
SOIffe of our Comrades who have left us .have asked to 
come back and we have welcomed them back.**.* The delegations 
represented here from the regions was based on dues payments 
over the past thirteen month period.-..-.. The region invoked 
in the greatest activity is the Garment* Region. They have 
the highest percentage of dues payments according to my 
records. Garment, they have a 93$ dues payment average. 
Distributive, second best. They have 83$. Special, next 
best. They -have nb delegates here but Just a representative. 
Their, percentage is 76$. Miscellaneous-, the fourth best, 
73$. Print, the fifth best, 71$ . Pur, sixth best, 68$. 
Cultural, 63$. All the rest of the regions below that 
percentage- have something to shoot for..... 11 .Regarding 

the Fund Drive, he stated," The period gone through is 

less than the period gone through last year. We have a few 
less' Comrades today than we h$d last year, hot many less. 
The biggest fall-out was about two- years ago. Already, up 
to now, and we haven 1 t taken the time we took last year, and, 
have already gotten' in more money than we had last year. We 
have rece&ed funds for the fund drive of eighteen thousand 
and seven hundred and some odd dollars and in the entire 
Fund Drive of" last year there was a little/than sixteen 
thousand dollars. Our goal is thirty-five thousand dollars, 
so/are only a little bit better than halfway towards our goal, 
although there are some regions that already have practially 
their whole goal. I want to go through fast- all the regions 
to give you their percentage of increase or decrease over last 
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year* Metal had an increase of 104$ over last, even though 
this has been within a shorter period, that is, 104$ more 
this year in a shorter period than they did in all of last 
year. Miscellaneous, increase was 31$. Building, with 
Tool (ph), Printers and the rest of the Building Region is 
72$ over last year. Special area, which has a very large 
amount to raise, is 11$ behind last year. Print is 19$ above 
last year. Pood is 25$ above last year. Cll(ph) is 73$ 
below last year. Pur is 9$ below last year. Distributive 
is 11$ above. Garment, which has one of the largest 
(inaudible), is 9$ above last year already. Culture is 
44$ above last year but they are way behind what they are 
supposed to be. Longshore is 55$ below last year. P-10 
(ph) is 11$ below last year and Maritime is exactly the 
same as it was last year, which would be zero. Por the last 
two years there has been a region known as the Miscellaneous 
Region and this region comprises several sections in industry 
of which Amalgamated is one....." 

The Informant advised that the foregoing financial 
report was adopted and that the Convention adjourned for a 
lunch period which lasted from 1:00 p.m. until 2:10 p.m. 

The first speaker to speak after the lunch period 

was introduced as Comrade IDA who stated, " We of the 

industrial Board We are also proposing a consolidation of 

our Division by having a Transport Region and a Needle Trades 
Division which would take in Garment, Shoe, Amalgamated, purnitur 
and Pur, and the Transportation will also take in fur industries. 
All the rest of the regions will remain as is. The Executive 
Board will consist of one of every region.... A functionary 
conference will be held every two months. Today we will 
elect a Chairman who will be a full-timer and will recommend 
him tobe the Labor Secretary of the State, also a Secretary 
who will be in charge of organizational activities and an 
Education Director. These functionaries will be nominated 
and elected today..... In the last few months our Division 
has set-up an Educational Commission. We cannot build the 
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Party unless we build the Worker which is our ideological 
weapon* Our first aim is to make every member a reader 
of the Worker...** We are also planning to have seminars 
for instructors, to train new instructors and in the near 
future, which will be in December, we hope to get many 
enrolled, in the class. We are planning a class -a month 
which will deal with Economy/ Disarmament (ph) VICTOR 
PERLO already has said that he will teach these classes: 
two classes on Labor Movement Today, two classes on 
political Action, two classes on Labor (ph) Laws. Anyone 
who wants to register see HAROLD or MARTIN (ph) before (ph) 
they leave. The classes will start the first week in December* 
We hope to have an (inaudible) of two classes a week for 

January These are^RF^oposals of the Educational 

Commission and we are proposing an organizational conference 
next month 

An unidentified female asked " How many paid 

functionaries or do we have paid functionaries?" 

Another unidentified female answered, "There 1 s one 

paid functionary. There's a need of ten . There will be 

three nominations and elections today. The Chairman, who 
will be a .labor secretary - the only full timer, who will be 
in charge of organizational works, and an Educational 
Director. The Executive Board will be consisted of one of 
every division, including the Amalgamation Division, and 
you'll have an industrial Council made up of one of every 
trade 11 

An unidentified male stated. "Let's get it straight. 
The Industrial Council is a policy making body. The 
representatives on that Council will be from all industry. 
You have regions that supply different industries, besides' 
your Transport and your Needle Trades. I know in my 
particular region we have five or six trades within the overall 
trade. As I understand it, we would have a wider representa- 
tion in the Council and that's true of a number of other 
trades, building trade for instance;. That way, you may have 
more than one person on the- Council but. only one representative 
on the Executive Board..;.." The Executive JBoard is the body 
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that functions between the (Inaudible) and the (industrial) 
Council. The chairman of the industrial Division and of 
NY City (inaudible) Each one of the regions will have 
a representative to the Industrial Council. A. conference 
is proposed for- not later than January. 

An unidentified male stated, "A Chairman, Secretary 
and an Ed. Director will be elected. The industrial Chairman 
will be the Labor Secretary of the State. He will be elected 
today and it will be "recommended that he be the Labor Secretary 
of the State. This will be recommended to the State 
Convention" . 

An unidentified male stated, "We are here as a 
Convention of the Industrial Division so let's not decide 
for the State who will be the Labor Secretary. 

Informant advised that here there followed a 
heated discussion on whether or not the Industrial Division 
had the right to recommend a Labor Secretary to the State 
CP. 

During the above discussion an unidentified male 
proposed a new amendment, "that we elect a part time chairman 
of the Industrial Division with the recommendation that the 
State Convention elect a full time Labor Secretary" . 

A female identified as IDA stated that there would 
be no election for a Financial Secretary or a Membership 
gecretary"for obvious reasons" and that these affairs will be 
"taken care of" by the Industrial Board. 

A male identified as HENRY made a partial reply ' 
to IDA 1 s statements and stated that "the State needs a 'comrade 
to take care of things upstate" . 

After more discussion a yote was taken, and 
passed, that the convention elect a full time Industrial 
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chairman who is not to be the State Labor Secretary in 
addition, 

Then an unidentified male made a motion to elect 
a co-chairman who "is not to be a full-timer and not a paid 
functionary" • This was moved and seconded .and passed. 

Then a moti6n -to elect an Organizational Secretary 
and an Educational Director was made, seconded and passed. 

After a* short break a male named HENRY gave the. 
Report of the Resolutions Committee and a vote was taken 
on the various resolutions as they were announced as follows: 

1. That a representative of the Buffalo area be 
invited three or four times a year to Industrial conferences 
in New York Gity. This was passed. An unidentified male 
explained, "When we. say the Buffalo area we mean the Upstate 
Industrial area.' 1 

2. That there be an exchange of personnel from 
the counties of the Industrial division and vice Versa when 
there is a need of many personnel -to help in the distribution 
of pamphlets, leaflets and other literature. This was passed. 

3o This was a resolution proposing that the Title I 
Housing Program be condemned.. This was referred to the 
Industrial Council and the State Convention for discussion 
and decision. 

4. This was a reading of the full Draft Resolution 
to the Convention for its recommendation. Here there was a 
lengthy heated discussion involving the resolution and 
disputes about parliamentary procedure on the floor of the 
convention. After order was restored those desiring to 
speak on the resolution were given two minutes each by the 
chairman 

The main speakers were/ilentif ied as HARRY and LOU

problems on the proper discussion of the draft resolution, 
with LOU acting as self-made parliamentarian. 

An unidentified male stated, 11 The Resolutions 

Committee takes favorable note of the resolutions submitted 
by the Garment Region calling for a stepped-up fight for 
the legality of our Party and the full right, full citizen- 
ship for our* Comrades in the trade , union movement and urges,, 
further, appropriate discussion on immediate implementation, 
on further concrete discussion on implementing this 
proposal concretely " 

The inform^pt advised that a vote was taken on the 
resolution pertaining to the legality of the Party, but that 
he did not know the outcome of . this vote. 

Ah unidentified male stated, "The last resolution 
on. this program, the resolution from a Comrade tfflcfc reads 
that essentially* that this body propose or go on record 
proposing that the National Convention postpone taking a 
position" on the national question as it applies to the Negro 
people until we have had further (inaudible) discussion. . . . 
This is a resolution which calls'upon this Convention to 
urge the National convention to postpone action on the 
National character of the' Negro peoples 1 movement."..-, 
the recommendation of the Committee is that we do not accept 
this motion but that we" pass on the recommendation of this, 

Comrades...... to a higher body, on the ground that this 

resolution reflects a situation in a given section 11 

An unidentified male stated, 11 I have very 

serious criticisms and disagreements with the draft 

resolution I've been to a Regional Convention and now 

an industrial Convention an.d with this thought, not one word 
has been brought up on the Negro question and when it was, 
it was only one Negro fellow and another, as myself, who 
decided to bring this question: onto the floor. I think this 
is a disgusting situation and I will not hesitate to say it.. 
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The Negro people in this country have additional problems* 
If you don't believe it, just look at the school segregation 
fight now. Look at the voting fight now. All of these 
things are things that the average workers do not come up 
against and I think that it f s going to take more than just 
the ( inaudible) of our responsibility to the NAACP which is 
purely a legalistic fight. Nobody can ask for justice if 
we turn over for the Supreme Court the solution :of the working 
class in this country . Well how can you possibly sit there 
and tell me that the Negro people should turn over the 
solution of their question, their problem, to the Supreme 
Court? This is where the NAACP is (inaudible) in a 
legalistic fight and that T s not the solution of the Negro 
question in this country. It's got to take" Comrades like 
yourselves together with the Negro people, to make this 
fight a real fight to win equality and liberation.,... I 
subscribe that it must be a question of liberation and you 
cannot abdicate that responsibility."; 

The informant stated that a general discussion took 
place in which various people, "whose names were unknown to 
the informant, commented regarding the responsibility of 
the Party to place more emphasis on the Negro question and the 
national character of the Negro people. These "comments were 
substantially similar to thos£ of the last mentioned speaker. 
During this discussion, informant advised that both Comrade 
IRVING and Comrade BETTY were mentioned as being present. 

An unidentified male stated, "The Resolutions 
Committee (inaudible) that the, this Convention go on record 
asking the National convention to postpone taking a position 
op the national character, or the national question, in 
regards to the Negro. The recommendation of our .Resolutions 
Committee is to refer 'the resolution as an expression from 
(inaudible) to the State Convention .... 
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The informant advised that a vote was then taken 
on the report of the Resolutions Committee, the outcome of 
which was unknown to him. 

An unidentified male stated, "Comrades, I have two 
letters. One is a lengthy letter which contains a detailed 
discussion of the draft resolution with respect to its 
attitidue towards the middle (Inaudi ble} .... . Frankly, the 
letter didn't meet with, you know, 'too^much apgoval but our 
recommendation with regards to the letter is that since it s 
not a resolution and it's not a, you know, it's really not 
on the order of business here but..... we recommended that 
the letter be submitted to the discussion documents and 

printed Now we have another letter which is a farter 

letter, which' is also not a resolution but since it's a l^tle 
closer to the work of our Convention, our recommendation was 
to read this and just for your benefit. Dear comrades, I 
regret not being able to take the floor today and thus 
reading especially the resolution that calls from the floor 
to reestablish the Daily Worker. Toward that end I wouia 
want to pledge a fifty-dollar United States savings bond 
which i purchased on the personally happy occasion of the 
birth of my first grandchild. I feel that the best security 
of my grandchild is the re birth of our Daily Worker and 
the issuance of the Spanish language (inaudibl e) . This 
gift is to be in the name of our very' small party club wnose 
handful of members have tried very hard to reach and have 
reached the membership, mostly Negro and Puerto Rican 
workers. So that we would know that there are independent 
and progressive- printers concerned to fight our way to 
(inaudible), we are still in the elementary stages of this 
struggle' an d for democracy in the unions, to get the floor, 
to speak out. Now we have done this and charmed the social 
democratic leaders and caught them in their trickery and did 
not let ourselves be intimidated by them. The membership has 
welcomed most enthusiastically our efforts, and when a couple 
of negro members said to you, a white woman, one rainy afternoon 
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after work on a street corner, « today you spoke for us and 
the next time you speak we will get up right behind you 
and speak up also 1 /that this promise is a charm to us and 
a privilege...... I will (inaudible) therefore accept that the ' 

(inaudible) of our work should be directed to the Negro and 
Puerto Rican workers in our industry. Thank you..... 

An unidentified male stated, 11 1 have four resolutions' 
on organization. The first is the resolution of the presiding 
(ph) committee which is based on the recommendation .(inaudible) . 
The Resolutions Committee didn't get back on time to. hear : 
the report but I asked the (ina udible) to write out the 
proposal and. the recommendation is that we accept the 
proposals of the (inaudible) report to the Convention which 
are asfollows: One, £HaT a "leadership be elected here. 
Two, that (inaudible ) conference be called within four to 
six weeks to dear~wTth the life of the club,, to determine 
the structure and organization of our Division, and to deal 
with the educational report and on the circulation of the 
Worker and on the (inaudible) * Those are the points that 
the draft (ph) committee proposes ..... 

Informant advised that a vote was taken on the 
foregoing motion, the results of which were unknown to him. 

An unidentified male stated,, "Now Comrades we have 
three resolutions on organization submitted by the pur 
Region. Based on the fact that this proposal which we have 
now accepted was the one adopted at the Industrial Council 
with the limitation of what we've attempted (inaudible) 
organizationally, our Committee proposed that these three 
resolutions, you know, be referred to the conference, to those 
who plan the conference and to the Incoming leadership. Let 
me briefly indicate the subject of these three resolutions and 
then (inaudible) to our recommendation. One resolution was 
that the needle trades of fur, garment and other related 
industries be amalgamated into one Needle Trades Region and 
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This is based or* the fact that, I think, most .of the regions 
have, you know, have adopted this. Now this is generally 
acceptable but the technical recommendation is to refer it 
to the forthcoming- convention.

Therefore, be it resolved that fur, garment and 
other related industries be amalgamated into one. Needle 
Trades Region and that..... be it further resolved that the 
Convention instruct the Council" for the conference to take 
steps to act on this..... I think it would be in order to 
indicate our- approval of this as it's,, you know,, more or -less 
been accepted by all tbe:regiohs involved..... 1 ' 

The informant advised that a vote was taken on the 
foregoing 'resolutions, the outcome of which was unknown to 
him. 

An unidentified male stated, " That concludes 

the report of the Resolutions Committee (ph) '■' 

An unidentified female stated, We had a whole 

series of resolutions at our convention and some of them 

have' been acted on, others have n t. One of them, for example, 
calls for a need for a united front effort in the fight for 
the defense of Cuba. Others called for action on the draft 
resolution..... I don't have a proposal. I think the fact 
is that we adopted these resolutions at our convention. We 
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were supposed to submit them here but if my chairman will 
have- some bottleneck solution, then I'm, sure we're *io 
different then a^l of those sections who did act on the 
draft resolution " 

An unidentified male stated, The resolutipns 

all of which I'm. in favor of and were adopted at my convention, 
were not submitted to the Resolutions Committee, It's 
obvious that we can't begin again a discussion of a new series 
of resolutions at this hour* ' Therefore, the only alternative 
that we had is to refer these resolutions to the State 
Committee and we can criticize ourselves, very sharply for 
failing to . place the resolutions where they belong* *> ♦ 

Another female stated, ".,.•« I think the point 
ALICE (ph) made is correct* There is one resolution, 
however, which I think we would be remiss in, in failing to 
take note of the neod for an organized and united movement in 
defense of the Cuban Resolution*****" 

An unidentified male stated, "Motion seconded" 
and another unide6ti-fied male stated, Motion is adopted *" 

An unidentified male stated,. " We found that 

any Comrade who worked in an area where there were large 
numbers of Negro and' white workers, working together, who 
advanced the/question of equality for Negroes in the union, 
of full citizenship, of leadership positions, of upgrading 
on the job, advanced this question simultaneously with the 
fight on grievances, simultaneously with the fight on the 
day-to-day economic pressure., that such a Comrade would 
actively gain influence, prestige and move large numbers 
of workers into action. We found that' it is possible to 
win large, numbers of Negro workers to participation in the 
NAACP and other organizations in the Negro liberation 

movement I think it's significant to no.te that in three 

large branches in New York which are holding elections ih 
this coming^ period, the NAACP, the Manhattan Branch, the 
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Brooklyn Branch and a branch in Rockland County, trade 
unionists are being elected to the presidency of the 
. NAACP " 

An unidentified male stated,."...... The next 

point on the agenda is elections. We have two ejections 
to conduct . One for officers and one for delegates to. the 
State Convention. The procedure on the elections' to the 
State Convention that is being recommended to you from the 
industrial Council is, first of all, regions will caucus 
now and,, if it will be agreeable to you., will designate your 
delegation to the State Convention to the Guiding (ph) 
Committee of the Convention. The Guiding (ph) Committee 
will in turn,, will recommend the nomination from the various 
regions to the entire Convention to be passed on. The reason 
for this being is that due to certain, I don't know the 
word permissable but> security problems, not everybody here 
knows everybody in every region and on this basis, the 
Council felt that, the delegates to the State Convnetion could 
best be determined by the regions themselves. We. will ask 
the regions to caucus, designate their delegation, submit 
if to the (inaudible) Committee which will in turn then bring 
it before the convention, for a ratification......." 

An unidentified female stated, "Let's elect the 
officers first." - 

An unidentified male stated, "OK. The officers 
are four.: The Chairman, full-time, a ' Co-Chairman, and the 
Secretary, and the Educational Director." 

An unidentified male nominated MILT ROSEN for 
Chairman of the Industrial Division,

unanimously elected since no opposed....."

"LEO GIOVANNI NI opened the meeting and stated this Convention 
proceeded the National Convention to be held in New York, Dec. 
10 to 14th; that. nominations and voting on delegates to the 
Nat 0 1 Convention wpuld. be held tomorrow along with voting on 
the Draft. Amendment; he gave the figures to determine the number 
of delegates, which could be sent to the National Convention, .i.e. 
one delegate per membership of 50 up to 300 members after that 
one delegate per every 100 members. LEO stated that there 

. several . talks to be 1 given- and- the floor was open f or discussion. 

f Following'' the National .Convention, there would. 'be another meeting, 
a post^'conventi on mee&ing. Among the things open for' discussion 
were ..the Draft Political Resolution and any articles pertaining 
to» this,, the .Draft Amendment, the Peace Question, and the 
Young Peoples Group, which would be beared from tomorrow * 

"SAM DAVIS gave the first speech of an hours duration. He spoke 
on many .subjects. SAM stated that the important question in the 
coming National Elections would be the Peace Issue. He covered 
the recent. Landrum Griffin Labor Bill and stated that its main 
purpose was to defeat the labor movement, it was an attempt by . 
management to control and operate industry. SAM spoke of the- 
letter of resignation by CARL ROSS in March of 1957 which con- 
cerned the Hungarian Situation. It was SAM«s belief: that a 
letter,, resolution or recommendation of some sort should be 
made to the National Convention in regard to CARL R0SS°s 
revisionism. SAM said that at the time of the upset when, he. 
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SAM was elected State. Secretary to the Party 9 he wrote a letter 
to EUGENE DENNIS stating that this break in the Party had 
caused a weakening because some members had, left also and 
others took a leave of abjcense* But now there are twice as

National Contention., instead of election by the State Committees, 
SAJS made some statement - in a manner which denoted that he opposed 
this Amendment . to the.

"SAM made statements discrediting Sen, HUMPHREY inasmuch as * 
HUMPHREY seemed to favor labor but actually *went whichever way 
the wind blew 0 * He said that in the past Wi'er always strongly 
favored la&or,. now-Wier suddenly voted for the Landrum Griffin 
Bill* SAM .expressed the opinion that- * personalities l were not 
important this early before the election. 

"SAM mentioned the Dtjluth Branch which was represented by twb 
delegates, and had' recently established nine members up there. 
He mentioned that" there was reprentation from Ely P Minn and 
although these areas did not have a lot of members as yet, 
that they were strongly represented 0 SAM specifically 
mentioned KNUT 3EITANIEMI who cheerfully brought in $30,00

"JACK CAMPBELL followed SAM DAVIS ©n the agenda* somewhat 
antagonistically recommending that everyone speak loud and, 
clearly and stand when speaking 0 JACK said he wanted to bring 
out several things which SAM had not mentioned* one being 
that Peace will come through unity of th§ Negro and White 
peoples 0 JACK said that actually there were only three areas , 
in the Cfnited States with isuch negro population, and/or Negro 
discrimination.

He said that only now are; we feeling 'the effects 
of the Taft Hartley Law. and that this. law and the Labor Law 
were extensions of the Wagner Law of the 30 9 s. LEO referred 
specifically to the Nov. 19th issue of the Mpls. Labor Review, 
•Statement by State AFL-CXO Board Regards Minn. Senators K He 
said that there was agreement oft this issue, in his shop and 
that he in conjunction with 6 co-workers composed a letter giving 
there support against this issue. It seems LEO composed the

One' of the first speakers was June LNU of the 
County Committee. She spoke on Jewish question. She said 
Jews are not -middle class as many, of them tend to think but 
are workers subject, to the same pressures . as all workers are. 
Jack Stachel said the Party must be united, from within. He 
said peace is essential above all else and we must hot give 
up the fight for peace as suggested by Abe Uhger the preceding 
evening, who in his speech said that peace had been won* 



Jack. StaChel then spoke. He said he was a member 
of the YCL about 35 years ago: He took exception to Oakley 
■Johnsons speech of the preceding evening where Mr. Oakley 
Johnson compared the Soviet Union with the United States 
-and showed how in every- way the Soviet Union was better. 
Jack Stachel said that there are many good' things about the 
United States, the steel workers for one and Winston and. Oreen 
and the hospital strikers. 

Donna LNU of the County Committee talked about , 
the peace commission. She said peace work should go on 
among youth-, that a 'resolution in support of disarmament 
proposal to' be sent to president Eisenhower; that we should 
•campaign for permanent /W nuclear tests* Agencies should be 
set up to protect people from radiationj an educational 
campaign should be set up on disarmament using Krushchev's 
pamphlet and there must be increased work in peace organizations. 

Art LNU gave a speech about the section in 
Washington Heights.. He said his club is supporting the Faculty 
of Social Science. He cited the need for attendance counsel. 
He told of the possibility of the committee to combat, 
prejudice starting up in his area and he said that revisionism 
must not '-be tolerated' at all. 

Bill Stanley gave a report on the housing commission. 
He said failure to build low cost housing created a problem. 
He cited discrimination as a factor in housing. Discrimination 
of poor people for luxury housing and he said a moratorium 
should be declared on all housing except that for low cost 
housing. • 

Jim LNU gave a speech and one of his points was 
that Negro women were' lacking in .the Party. 
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Elizabeth Gurley Flynn gave a speech and stated 
that there was no two-way traffic between leadership and 
'rank and file. She noted that many times the rank and 
•file show too much deference to leadership and especially 
in New York. She is never invited to -section functions 
and the like. 

Leon in Harlem talked about his section on the 
Negro Draft Resolution. They consider, the draft resolution, 
inadequate and said there should be a Negro labor alliance 
and coordinating -of Negro organizations. He said the world 
-opinion is against racism in the United States. He claimed 
the NAACP is not representative of the Negro people. The 
•draft resolution, said Leon, does not deal with, reality. He 
said Negro people should not be in the lead but white people- 
should do that task. He said, that the. draft resolution tells 
of a change in i?he psychological conditions in the country. 
Actually it is not psychological conditions that have changed 
but the tactical situation. 

Jack Shulman then spoke of world proletarianism. 
He said that, competition created by the Soviet Union will 
aiso aid the American worker. 

At the afternoon session Ruth Shulman gave the 
•County Organizational report. She gave statistics on various 
aspects of the County. Ruth said that there were nine .sections, 
and five special sections, a total of fourteen, youth being 
considered a special section, for example, and the total of 
35 clubs in the county.

"The second session of the Communist Party 
State Convention was held today at the home of HARRY

choice, and further, he should be placed in charge

he suggested that CARL WINTER also be considered for

"KNUTE made some remarks 5 the only one that

"RUTH WITHROW took exception to the statement 
that BETTY SMITH had made that the time was not ripe 
for a youth organization* She felt that it was; it 
was important that the youth realize the importance 
of the pressures being exerted on humanity by the

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"SAM DAVIS suggested that we discuss the parts 
of the resolution which are not clear but the author 
could gather no information as to which resolution 
he was referring to 0 SAM went on to say that we 
should go on record as commending the Party for their 
activity among the youth but it is not in favor of 
a Marxist youth group . 

"CLARENCE SHARP wanted to offer some resolutions 
on independent political action • He stated that 
there were many reasons, why we, the State Board, did 
hot present a draft resolution to this body, but he 
proposed three points; 1) Proposed, that the 
Convention instruct the State Board to draw up a 
draft resolution to be presented at the time of recon- 
vening of the State Convention; this was passed; 2) 
Proposed, that the Convention instruct the Board to 
present a plan to increase circulation of 'The Worker' 
this was passed; on building the Party, he proposed 
3) that the Board present a Party plan for building 
the Party; this was passed <, 

"The next point on the agenda was considered a 
special order of business— that is, the election of 
delegates to the National Convention 0 It was 
mentioned that ERIC BURT, a man who hsld been in ■ 
Minnesota from 1934 to 1940* who was an expert on 
farm issues and a present executive editor on 'The 
Worker 1 staff, he considered as one of our delegates 
to the Natioha:! Convention . There was. lots of dis- 
cussion on this point pro and con until it was 
determined by SAM DAVIS? reading a letter stating 
that this person would be in addition to our regular 
complement of six delegates. This letter which SAM 
DAVIS nead had come from the National Office, 
stating that there were so many national functionaries 
in New York that it would be impossible for them to 
legally attend the Convention; therefore, it was 
hoped that we would accept ERIC BURT as one of our 
delegates so that, he could attend the Convention 
legally,, 

"After this discussiop was clarified, it was 
moved, .seconded and passed' that ERIC BURT would be 
our seventh delegate • 
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"ROSE TILLOTSON made a State Board report? 
this was in relation to the nominations for delegates. 
She stated that Minnesota needs certain types of 
delegates; they should represent the farm, trade 
unions, youth, women, Negro, and the functionaries. 
These persons she mentioned as the" people who had 
been considered as good delegates by the State 
Boards HATHAWAY j LEO GIOVANNINI , RALPH TAYLOR, SAM 
DAVIS s MARY HENRI CHS , and BOB WYNN, JACK CAMPBELL 
questioned the correctness of this procedure but some 
remarks from SAM DAVIS further explained the matter. 
He stated that these were not necessarily the 
nominees — that these were only recommendations and 
that the floor would be open for nominations; and 
so these peopie were nominated? BETTY SMITH, JACK 
CAMPBELL, LEO GIOVANNINI , RALPH TAYLOR, HANLEY 
HEMMINGSON, BOB WYNN, ROSE TILLOTSON, MARTIN MACKIE, 
CLARENCE HATHAWAY, SAM DAVIS, NOEL TOTTEN, LENA 
BORCHARDT, CLAUDE MC DONALD, CLARENCE SHARP, EARL 
SORG, KNUTE, MARY HENRI CHS, JULIA LIEF, RUTH 
WITHROW and SIGRID PIERSON. 

"The final slate for nominations then was; 
RALPH TAYLOR, CLARENCE HATHAWAY, SAM DAVIS, BOB 
WYNN, ROSE TILLOTSON, MARTIN MACKIE, HANLEY 
HEMMINGSON, NOEL TOTTEN, CLARENCE SHARP, JACK 
CAMPBELL, LENA BORCHARDT and LEO GIOVANNINI. All 
the other nominees had declined the nomination. 



"CLARENCE SHARP and HANLEY HEMMINGSON tied for 
the No. 6 delegate. On another ballot HANLEY 
HEMMINGSON won out.

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"The next order of business was nominations for. 
alternates. They were? JACK CAMPBELL , CLARENCE 
SHARP, ROSE TILLOTSON, RALPH TAYLOR } NOEL TOTTEN and 
CLARA JORGENSEN. The balloting on this; 

CLARA JORGENSEN No.'l Alternate 
CLARENCE and RALPH TAYLOR tied for No. 2 
but on another ballot CLARENCE SHARP became the 
No. 2 Alternate , RALPH TAYLOR the No. 3 Alternate. 

"After the delegates and alternates were elected, 
the question came up then as to how the money was 
going to be raised to send these delegates. It was 
estimated that approximately $100.00 per delegate 
would be required. Someone suggested, after LEO had 
pledged his club to $100.00, that all the other 
clubs pledge, and that would be one of the Ways of 
raising sufficient funds. Pledges were thus made in 
the following orders LEO GIOVANNINl's club, the #1 
Industrial, pledged $100.00; Duluth, $25.00; Cambridge, 
$25; 00; St. Paul, $50.00; RALPH TAYLOR ' s club, $100.00; 
the women of South Minneapolis, $25.00. 

"BETTY SMITH later said that the delegates should 
be charged to present a complete farm report at the 
National Convention. This was completely acceptable . 
to the group. It was also stated that the delegation 
must 'raise -the question of a raise in Communist Party 
dues. This was mentioned by LEO GIOVANNI NI. 

"SAM DAVIS read a letter from CLARENCE HATHAWAY 
stating that he would be able to attend the National ■ 
.Convention if he was elected as a delegate, and to 
wire him immediately so that he could make his 
plans. SAM stated that he would write such a letter. 

"This State Convention is to reconvene on the 
ninth of January, 1960, the full day, 10°.00 to 5s00. 
The State Board is instructed to find a place to hold 
this convention. 

"OLSON, the man from Duluth, 'stated that we 
should write letters to.- the President in defense 
of GIL GREEN , CARL WINTER, and he named one other- 
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political prisoner, to bring pressure on the President 
to release these people. 

+* Hi^IA LiEF had made a statement earlier that 
the officers of the Party seem to have been able to 
get off easier than the rank-and-file people. She 
was referring to the resignation of CARL .ROSS. She 
mentioned that had it been a rank-and-file person, 
■ne would have been expelled immediately. After 
some discussion on this, SAM read a letter and

He stated that CARL ROSS 
had been criticized severely by the leaders of the

After his remarks, 
SAM made a motion that the criticism of CARL. ROSS by 
the State Board be approved by this Convention. It 
was passed but HANLEY HEMMINGSON made the statement 
that there would be no publicity, and SAM and some 
other person stated NO, there would be no publicity 
in that it had been about a year and a half, unless 
we found that we would be able to use it to our 
advantage. 

"SAM DAVIS made a statement also that the Party 
had debts of $400.00 and cash on hand of $75.00. 

''The State Convention was considered recessed 
at 5? 3Q and ROSE TILLOTSON cautioned the persons who 
had been making notes—in fact, everyone had— that 
they should be careful about carrying away lists of 
names with them, in that we had used names —persons ' 
names had been written for ballots, etc.— that they 
^should not carry them out, as a question of security. 
Persons present started tearing up papers and dis- 
carding them.
